Aſter his return from the dungeons of Mis- 
souri, Mr. Smith repsired to Washington, and 
in a respectful manner leid his grievances and 
these of his sect before the President and Con- 
grees. Instead of obtaining redress from the 
mpresentatives of the people for the lands and 
property of his friends, which had deen confis- 

cated by the people of Missouri, he and his 
brethren received only insalt and additional in- 

ury. 
He subsequently. bent his way, under appar- 

ently happier auspices, to Nlinols, in search of 
a place, where he and those of his profession 
might live in peace, and be permitted to wor- 

Ship his God in their own way, and wher none 
might molestor make them afraid: He select- 
ed a beautiful site for a. city, on the banks of 
the Mississippi, and having purchased the land, 
he invited his fellowersto join him. Hundreds 
may thousands, became proselytes to the faith 
be professed, hard sufferings had already given 
his preachers.an astonishing success, and mul- 
titudes flecked to Nauvoo as to a.place of ref- 
uge, and commenced building the city. 


And what has been the result? In a spot 
where eight or nine years ago the feet of——man 
seldom trod, where the panther and the bear 
had roamed without meeting. a human face, 
there sre now congregated upwards of ten 
thousand souls. An,increase like this, proba- 
bly unparalleled in the United States, ond cer- 
tainly was never exhibited in ang other coun- 
ey. 

But a greater honor to this city and its ſoun- 
der remains to be mentioned— Within this city 
there is more order, more personal security, 
qore public virtue, industry and fewer 
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by hundreds, and — nome to the 
latest generations 

In the process f 4 city was incorpo- 
rated by a special act of the Legislature of Illi- 
neis; and at an election subsequently held, ia 
pursuance ef the act of incorporation, Joseph. 
Smith was, witheut opposition, elected Mayor; 
which effice he held up to the time of his Mon- 
DER, giving entire satisfaetion to nine-tenths 
of the population ef Navvoo. 

Sueh was the man whom the.public press 
throughout the eountry has incessantly tradao- 
and villified. It has maddened the brain 
and embittered the bosoms of millions of the 
American people against an inneeent man, an 
unoffeading religious sect, that sect too of eur 
own nation and kindred. 

But fanMticism has done its worst with Joseph 
and Hyrom Smith, and although no Mormon. 
myself, (never-paving been a dozen times in 
their churches,) I would much rather take Jo 
seph Smith’s chance for happiness in that un- 
discovered country whither he hasbeen so un 
timely hastened, than that of any of his tradu-
